It has 
made us among nations the most enlight- 
ened and the most free. We must not retro- 
grade in educational matters. California 
Is attractive because of ber real worth. 
Her public school policy has helped largely 
in bringing her to the front. We should be 
second to no State, to no people in such 
matters. 

„We favor spending the money necessary 
for such purpose. At the same time we 
favor no unnecessary expente. The money 
must be spent judiciously and with a spirit 
of intelligent economy. 

“On such a platform we ask you to allow 
us to present you as our candidate for the 
office of school trustee for our Pasadena 
city school district at the next school elec- 
tion, We are residents of the district and 
taxpayers.’’

Smith's courtroom yesterday to hear 


the testimony for the detense, public 
interest in the trial of the Bragg case 
is increasing very considerably. 

The following witnesses were called 
yesterday on behalf of the defendant: 
E. Edwards, J. H. Melville, Henry 
Vejar, C. E. Demorest, John W. Fran- 
cis and Ed Wilkinson. Their testimony, 
however, was for the most part con- 
fined to minor points which arose dur- 
ing the trial, and was therefore of an 
uninteresting nature. 3 

F. S. Adams, Esq., of counsel for the 
defense, was put on the stand during 


‘the afternoon session and testified from 


memory to having written in conjunc- 
tion with R. A. Ling, Esq., a number of 
Vejar signatures for the purpose of 
testing the expert’s knowledge, while 
the latter was giving histestimony. He 
was corroborated by Attorney Ling. 
Horace Bell, Esq., testified to the ef- 
fect that on the day of Bragg’s request 
he saw Cota-in his office and asked him 
how he came to sign such an affidavit 
as that in which it was stated that the 
name of Henry Vejar was omitted by 
mistake from the record. Cota replied, 
„It is true that he signed it in Spanish. 
At 8:15 o’clock a tall young woman, 
attired in black and veiled, entered the 
courtroom with Under Sheriff Moran 
and took a seat between Attorneys 
Stephens and Ling, and many conject- 
ures were made as to her identity. All 
curiosity wassoon abated, however, for 
when the name of Esperanza B. de 
Abila was called, the dark young wo- 
man arose and took the witness stand. 
In very low tones, which were 
scarcely audible even to the jury, she 
testified she was born in Los Angeles 
and had lived here all her life. Upon 
being shown book 160 of the records of 
Los Angeles county, and the page upon 
which the signature of Henry Vejar is 
alleged to have been appended, she 
said: ‘I did not write it,“ and denied 
ever having seen the book or record 
before. Shé admitted, however, that 
on January 20 last she and Dr. Bragg 
went to the County Recorder’s office to- 
gether, and that Shipman got a.book 
for her at her request. It was not, 
however, the one she desired, and a 
young man who sat close to her ‘shoved 
book 652, the one she was looking for, 
over to her. She then worked for about 
half an hour copying a deed from her- 
self to Mrs. Bragg. which was recorded 
therein. While she was at work Ship- 


man came up and told her that it was 


against the rules to use a pen, so she 
put that which she bad been using 
away and borrowed a pencil from him 
with which she finished her copy. 

E. W. Kinsey, clerk of Justice Owens’s 
court, was called for the purpose of 
showing that Henry Vejar himself 
signed a number of exhibits in the 
courtroom during the preliminary exam- 
ination, and the Court at this juncture 
declared a recess until 10 o’clock this 
morning.

Beckwith, W. S. Brigham, T. A. Cald- 
well, A. H. Cogswell, A. H. Dunlap, C. 
E. Font, F. Gerling. T. A. McCormick, 
J. M. Mitchell and U. S. G. Todd. 

The following witnesses were cal 
and examined for the prosécution: Dr. 
J. J. Choate, Officer J. Craig, L. Garo- 
folo, J. Frisco, M. Collendino, D. Valen- 
tine, Alessando Buelna and Octavio 
Remela. 

‘Their testimony was to the effect that 
on Christmas day Glast, the defendant, 
and a number of Italians and Mexicans, 
including the complainant, were drink- 
ing together in John Frisco’s saloon on 
the corner of Ord and New High streets. 
While they grouped around the bar 
talking, the conversation drifted to the 
subject of fighting. All were more or 
less intoxicated and consequently not as 
cool and collected as they should have 
been, andin orderto illustrate his ar- 
gument as to the most effective blow to 
strike at an opponent, one of the crowd 
struck Moreno from behind on the back 
of his neck. Moreno immediately

The 
latter, to the surprise of the crowd, fell 
tothe ground, shrieking that he was 
cut, and Moreno, taking advantage of 
the consternation which ensued, rushed 
from the saloon and escaped to his cabin 
in the cafion, where he was subse- 
quently arrested. Upon examination 
it was found that Remela had been 
stabbed in the left breast just above the 
nipple, the wound having evidently 
been inflicted witha knife or some 
other equally sharp-pointed instrument. 

This closed the case for the prosecu- 
tion, and Salvator Moreno, the defend- 
ant’s father, was called to the witness- 
stand for the defense. Court then ad- 
journed for the day, the case going over 
until 10 o’clock this morning.

to the Graduates. 


The commencement season of 1892

make a speech before a medical college 
on a similar occasion.

Evidently either 
the doctor's prescriptions or the strong 
constitution of the patient came out 
ahead, for he wound up by saying, ‘I 
havn't had a doctor since 1854, thank 
the Lord.“ His witty sallies caused 
much amusement. He strongly advised
